His claim that public power 


lives or dies with SPA is phoney. 


Wright's agency is a prime ex- 


ample of how bureaucrats instead 
of developing their own program 
prey on other people's ideas and 
pirate other agencies' appropria- 
tions,^ The original public power 
program of America started with 
the 
municipal plants, 
such 
as 


WHope's; and found later expression 


in thousands of REA co-ops, buying 
'electricity wholesale and distri- 
buting it to thinly settled rural 
areas — a great and noble pro- 
gram.

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SPA Program 
Funds Sharply 
Curtailed

WASHINGTON Itfl — A sharply 


curtailed construction program for 
the Southwestern Power Adminis- 
tration (SPA) would be provided 
in the budget President Truman 
submitted to Congress today for 
the year starling next July 1. 


The President asked I'-i million 


dollars for the agency's construc- 
tion work, compared with the cur- 
rent year's $4,150,000 which, how- 
ever, included $1,180,000 for liquid- 
ation of obligations previously au- 
thorized. 


But the budget called for a boost 


to $1,900,000 compared with this 
year's $1,450,000, for SPA'S opera- 
tion and maintenance 
program, 


and recommended that the agency 
be permitted to use $5,650,000 from 
its • continuing fund 
for 
all 
its 


costs of buying power and renting 
transmission lines. Only about one 
million dollars was allowed for 
those purposes this year. 


The agency operates in Missouri, 


Arkansas, Oklahoma, Texas, Kan- 
sas and adjoining stales, and will 
be expanding its activities with 
completion of rural electric co-op- 
erative systems now under con- 
struction in the area.
